EXPORTS FOR 


ALL RECORDS IN INDUSTRY

ASHINGTON, May 5.—Exports of American motor 
vehicles during the first quarter of this year smashed 
all records for the corresponding period of any year in the 
history of the automotive industry. 


The record-breaking activities of 
American manufacturers in foreign 
markets was very much in evidence 
during March, according to figures 
disclosed today by the automotive 
division of the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Aided by shipments of 40,181 
passenger cars, a heretofore un- 
touched total for any previous 
month, the value of automotive 
shipments during March totaled 
$49,954,162, an increase of $10,443,- 
605 and $15,422,131, respectively, 
or 26 and 44 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding months of 
1927 and 1926. 

The combined unit shipments of 
passenger cars and trucks numbered 
115,986 during the first quarter of 
this year and represented a gain of 
17 per cent. over the 98,941 total of 
the same period of 1927, and 40 per 
cent. above the first quarter of 1926. 

Total valuation of all automotive 
products was $118,547,682, as com- 
pared with $102,125,528 and $91,495,-

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M otor M anufacturers to 
Cut Tax From Car Prices 


EW YORK, May 5.—Automo- 

bile manufacturers are called 
upon by Roy D. Chapin, president 
of the Naticnal Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce in a bulletin just 
sent to the members, to strike the 
amount of excise tax from the 
delivered price of all cars imme- 
diately the tax is repealed. 

The bulletin sets forth the like- 
lihood of imminent repeal of the 
tax. and reminds the manufacturers 
of their obligation to deduct the 


amount of the repeal from the price | 


of their cars. Answering the charge 
made before the Senate Finance 
Committee that the industry would 
absorb the tax cut and the consum- 
er would not benefit, Mr. Chapin, 
Speaking as president of the N. A. 
C. C., said:— 

“If wish to reiterate the signed 
pledge of the entire motor industry 
that if this tax is repealed it will 
immediately be deducted from the 
delivery price of all motor cars.”

By that date it is believed the 
uncomfortable car shortage will 
have been at least moderately re- 
duced, so that the plants, on modi- 
fied production schedules, will be 
able to handle current business more 
promptly. 

This will prove of benefit to 
everybody, from maker to consumer, 
for the condition since the first of 
the year has been more or less 
feverish, following as it did the ab-

Ne ew Air Mail Service to 
Link Automotive Centers

T. LOUIS, MO., May 5.—That 
bids for a new air mail service 
which will link the principal auto- 
mobile manufacturing centers of 
the United States will be opened 
here on Monday, May 21, the first 
anniversary of Col. Lindbergh’s 
landing in Paris, according to the 
announcement made today by 
Postmaster A. J. Michener to mem- 
members of the executive commit- 
tee of the air board of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce. 
One branch of the new service 
| will extend from Bay City, via Sagi- 
| naw, Flint and Lansing to Kalama- 


ia Mich. Another will extend from 


Pontiac, via Detroit, Ann Arbor, 
Jackson and Battle Creek to Kala- 
mazoo, while a third will cover the 
route from Muskegon, via Grand 
Rapids to Kalamazoo, and a fourth 
will go from Kalamazoo, via South 
Bend, Ind., to Chicago. 

“This service will be of special 
interest to automobile makers,” 
Michener said, “since it will cover 
the cities where the principal auto- 
mobile manufacturers are located, 
and we have orders from Washing- 
ton to open bids here in connection 
with the new line.”

normal quiet that was noticeable

Production in 1928 thus far, 
while gratifyingly large, has not 
greatly exceeded that in corres- 
ponding periods last year.
